In addition to reviewing the L a ­ 
bor day parade, and 
m aking 
two 
speeches. Bryan found tim e today to 
confer with a numl>er of party lead­ 
ers who are here for tom orrow ’s big 
pow wow, and to tak e luncheon with 
the Illinois state com m ittee a t 
the 
Iroquois club. 
Bryan is especially jubilant over 
the announcem ent 
th a t 
T aft will 
make a speaking to u r; 
he 
com- 
EKnted sarcastically on the “change 
of heart” of the republican m anag­ 
ers, and intim ated ttiat in his opin­ 
ion the “dam age has already 
been 
done” and a speaking trip will not 
swing tile 
disgruntled 
republicans 
back into line. 
While S p a n was preparing to re­ 
view the ufrade, C hairm an Norm an 
Mack was fille te d with him and dis­ 
cussed affairs in th e east. 
It was ex­ 
plained to Bryan th a t State C hairm an 
Connors and T am m any Leader Mur­ 
phy in New York have decided 
to 
lay aside personal differences, and 
will name any man for governor th a t 
Bryan 
suggests. 
This 
unexpected 
complication 
som ew hat 
staggered 
Bryan, but he positively declined 
to 
interfere in state politics. 
He de­ 
clared any strong m an good enough 
for New York dem ocrats 
is 
good 
enough for him. 
As soon as the Labor day parade 
was over, Bryan was whisked in an 
auto to the Iroquois club, w here he 
made a short speech to 
the 
state 
committee, on th e necessity of o r­ 
ganization, and also scored the com ­ 
mittee for failure to place legislative 
tickets in the field, calling attention 
to the fact that as a result of this 
negligence republican control of the 
legislature is assured, no m atter w hat 
the outcome of th e November elec­ 
tion, and that this m eant a republi­ 
can successor to Senator Hopkins. 
This afternoon 
Bryan 
addressed 
the great Labor day picnic, and to ­ 
night he will speaq again a t B rand's 
hall as the guest of the International 
Association of Electrical W orkers. 
A great crowd gathered a t the pie 
nic, cheering the Com moner w ith en­ 
thusiasm which 
m ust 
have 
been 
glad music to the h e a rt of the can­ 
didate. 
Bryan’s Speech. 
Mr. Bryan said: 
/ 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and G entle­ 
men: 
Labor day is a legal holiday and it 
was made so because the legislators 
thought the wage earners w orthy to 
have a day specially set a p a rt for the 
consideration of them es th a t con­ 
cern those who toil. I appreciate the 
compliment paid me by the program 
committee of this city in inviting me 
to participate in the cerem onies of 
this day, and it was gladly accepted, 
because Chicago is th e second city 
in the world. 
If it were proper to speak from a 
text. I would select a passage from 
Proverbs, for I know of no better one 
than that furnished by the words of 
Solomon when he declared th a t as 
a man “thinketh in his heart, so is 
he.’ 
This is Bible doctrine; it is 
common sense, and it is hum an ex­ 
perience. We think 
in o u r hearts as 
well as in our heads— o u t of a h ea rt 
“are the issues of life.’ It is a poor 
head that cannot find a plausible 
reason for doing w hat 
the 
h e a rt 
wants to do. 
I begin my speech with 
this proposition because I w ant to 
Impress it upon the m inds of those 
who listen to me. and upon those 
who read what I say to you. The la­ 
bor question is more a m oral th an an 
intellectual one. 
Tolstoi, the great Russian philoso­ 
pher, in defining the doctrine 
of 
“bread labor,” gives as one of the 
reasons in support of it, th at person­ 
al contact with manual labor— not a 
recollection of former toil, but con­ 
tinued acquaintance with it— is nec­ 
essary to keep one in sym pathy with 
those who work with their hands. He 
contends— and is it not tru e ? — th a t 
j8rk of sympathy, one with another, 
is at the root om most of the prob­ 
lems of society and government. 
The 
world is growing 
tow ard 
brotherhood, and our nation is lead­ 
ing the way. There is more altru ism 
n this country than any o th er else
